Ottawa, April 111. — .luatioo Strong, 
as deputy-governor, assented to forty- 
eight bills this afternoon. 

II niton, grit, moved a resolution con- 
demning the government's administra- 
tion of the customs laws. Ron. Mr. 
Howell made nn effective reply. Tho do- 
bate continued for upwards of one hour, 
when tho resolution was negatived by 
forty majority. Hon. Mr - Dowdnoy in- 
troduced a bill relative to tho Rocky 
Mountain Park, which gives power to 
the government to dispose of the claims 
of the original settlers. 

The combines bill has passed the com- 
rnerco committee. 

Senator Sanfordgavoa white bait din- 
ner to-night, All the courses consisted 
of fish. 

The labor commission report was pre- 
sented to-day. 1 1 condemns tho lining 
of employes: advocates tho abolition of 
the truck system; prohibits the impor- 
tation of stereotyped plates for printers 
use; urges the appointment of a gear in- 
spector at prominent shipping pointaj 
prohibition for minors, and the exten- 
sion of tho savings bank system. The 
payment uf wages in scrip is condemned. 
It recommends tho nine hour labor law, 
and the abolition of tho masters and 
servants act; the establishment of a 
labor bureau; legislation for the proper 
inspection of vessels on the lakes and 
ri\ urs of Canada; to better protect rail- 
way employes; for a strict examination 
of o certificated engineers. Child beat- 
ing in factories is to be made a penal 
ollencc, ami the employment of young 
children in factories is to be forbidden. 
It also urges the establishment of courts 
of arbitration for labor.

Devastation by FereSI Fires. 

Bai.timokk, April 16.— A "Sun's" 
special from Danville, Vn., says: A 
despatch from Critn's depot, on the Dan- 
Wile and New River railroad, in Patrick 
county, gfves a graphic account of de- 
vastation by forest tires, extending from 
Patrick Springs to Critz's, covering an 
area of ten 1 miles long and threo to six 
wido. Tho tiro commenced on Friday 
tiftornoon and burned until a heavy rain 
finally, stoppod it on Sunday night. 
Slight rain on Friday impeded tho 
flames temporarily, but they broke out 
afresh on Saturday, mid raged with 
increased vigor. Tho flames, un- 
polled by a gale, swept through the for- 
tilo valley callod "Wild Cat Hollow" 
like a tornado, preceded by sounds liko 
rolling thunder, and dashed up the 
mountain sides. Horses, "cattle and 
hogs booamo paralyzed with fear and 
woro easy prey for the flames. Houses, 
fences, barns, stables and granaries wore 
swept away like tinder boxes. Over 100 
families aro loft homeless.

A large portion of tho burn! district 
is mountainous country, sparely settled 
by poor people, who are left in a desti- 
tute condition. Latest reports state that 
from AO to 75 head of cattle, a dozen 
horses and over 200 hogs were burned.

Emerson Acquitted. 

London, April 10.— The acquittal to- 
day of Luke Emerson, the Missouri 
horse dealer, who shot and killed ono 
man and wounded another in Oxford 
Htreet some time ago, is applauded by a 
great many men, who only a few days 
ago expressed conviction of his guilt of 
tho crime of murder. Tho only wit- 
nesses to the shooting were the associates 
bf or. sympathizers with tho man who 
was killed, and it was feared by Emu- 
son's friends that the hard swearing of 
those vicious characters would more 
than offset the prisoner's steadfast con- 
tention that ho had been robbed and 
tired tho shots in defence of his life. lu 
the course of the trial the fact was 
elicited beyond a doubt that Robinson', 
tho man Emerson killed, had attacked 
the Missourian in a cab, beating him 
about the head and robbing him of his 
money. Robinson then jumped from 
the vc)iic!o and attempted to escape, but 
was followed by Emerson. A crowd 
surrounded Emerson in a menacing 
manner, obviously seeking to cover 
Robinson's retreat. Emerson believing 
his life was in danger, fired 
into the mob, fatally wounding and 
seriously injuring another man. 
Robinson sustained the alios of "Hrum- 
magem Bill," and was known to tho po- 
lice as well us to his associates as a des- 
perute ruffian. Although the ease pre- 
sented to the jury was in most respects 
favorable to Emerson, there is no doubt 
that his neck was saved by tho evidence 
of Consul General Waller, who testified 
to tho prisoner's general excellent char- 
acter and respectable connection.

A DETHRONED KING. 

The late King of Sorvia in an inter- 
view with the Vienna correspondent of 
the Times gave his reasons for abdicat- 
ing. According to him the act was en- 
tirely voluntary. Ho had long con- 
templated laying down the crown and 
signified his intention to Count Kal- 
noky, the Austrian Prime Minister, 
some s months before the event took 
place. ho intimation was made under 
the sea t secrecy and the Austrian 
statesman Kept King Milan's secret in- 
violate. According to the ex-king's ac- 
count his position in Servia 
was not by any means com- 
fortable or pleasant. A radical ma- 
jority bad been returned to Parliament 
and this radical majority forced upon 
him a radical ministry, and what was 
worse, compelled him to agree 
to a radical constitution. King Milan 
admitted frankly that there is not 
in him the stuil' for a constitutional 
ruler. He could not submit to the re- 
straints which the constitution placed 
on the sovereign. His son, having a 
constitutional training, may do hotter. 
He thought it best to give the people of 
Sorvia '.he liberties they demanded 
without a struggle. He aided his min- 
isters to frame the constitution, did 
what was necessary to make it legal 
and then abdicated in favor of his son. 
The dethroned king says ho saved no 
money while he reigned in Servia. Ho 
spent till his income, but he did not 
leave the country, as it was reported he 
did, in debt. The ex-king appeared to 
be cheerful. He does not think that 
tho new constitution will work well. 
"I am convinced," he said, "that it can 
only produce fresh internal conllicts, 
which will eventually bring the nation 
to see that I was right in my views."

We are not mucl 
surprised at this, for among our neigh 
hours the good old Saxon word "woman,' 
with all its enobling, endearing and re 
fining associations, was, by the prevail 
ing passion for gentility, in danger of 
becoming obsolete, or rather worst 
term of reproach. Among a certain 
class there were no women at all. Every 
female, whatever her rank, condition or 
age was a "lady." Two other most 
precious words appeared likely to share 
the same fate. They were "wife" and 
"mother. ' Among the excessively gen- 
teel tho wife of a man's bosom was in- 
variably called Ills "lady," and it was 
thought excessively vulgar to give one's 
maternal parent any other title than 
"mamma," It was singular to see how 
persons of all ranks insisted upon being 
spoken of as " lady." No matter how 
inappropriate the title was or how little 
it was deserved, to neglect its applica- 
tion was resented as an insult. Every 
female- was in her own estimation a 
lady, and holies were found where no 
lady ought to bo. Of course, when the 
title was insisted upon so pertinaciously 
gentility required tho corresponding ap- 
pearance to bo kepi up. Here was n 
snare to (any weak creatures. Rathei 
than los ,ho title, they often did what 
was in, ,i ami selfish, and sometimes 
what w.is wri tig and even wicked. The 

struggle, to bo and to remain "genteel" 
was often absurd to grotosqueness, and 
often pathetic iu tho extreme. To be 
"genteel" was regarded as infinitely bet- 
ter than to be rospectable. The word 
"respectable," indeed, like "woman," 
seemed at one time on tho verge of be- 
coming a term of reproach. 

Hut we are glad to see indications of 
a change on both sides of the line. The 
word "woman" is coming into use again. 
The highest iu tho hind are. proud to be 
called women. We have "women's" rights 
and the "higher education of women," 
and there are "women's clubs" and 
other institutions for women. To call 
a lady a woman of sense, or a 
woman of culture, or woman 
of taste, la regarded everywhere 
as a compliment. A woman of rank, 
while she i. pioud, to he called her htts- 
band'a wife, would smile derisively to be 
spoken i)f as his "lady." Wo arc glad to 
seo that the NVOrds ■•woman," "wifo" 
and "niothur" are coming into fashion 



Politics, state and municipal, are in 
a sad condition In California. That 
magnificent state is boss-ridden, and the 
people submit to the ignoble rule. A 
man who was but the other day, so to 
speak, nothing better than the keeper of 
a low saloon, is dictator in California. 
Politicians and public officials bow down 
before him, and he compels candidates 
for public positions and great corpora- 
tions to pay tribute to him. The boss's 
name is Christopher A. Buckley, and he 
is known to those who hate and fear 
him as "the blind white devil." He is 
also spoken of as the owner of the State 
Legislature. Who Buckley is, how he 
acquired power, and the use he makes 
of it, are graphically described by ex- 
Senator Jeremiah Lynch. The history 
is a most unpleasant one, and gives the 
reader a very low opinion both of the 
public men and the electors of the state. 
That the picture is true to life we have 
the assurance of the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. Buckley is a Democrat, and so are 
Mr. Lynch and the Examiner. Both the 
journal anil the ex-senator rebel against 
tho rule of the boss, hut the corrupt ele- 
ment in the electorate keeps him in [low- 
er. It, too, supplies him with money. 
Buckley, though like the lilies of the 
valley he toils not ncithrr does he sr,'. 
lives like a prince, and Solomon in all 
his glory did not enjoy half the luxuries 
that are at hiH command His business 
is to debauch men and to corrupt pub 
lie life in tho State. Not only is his in- 
fluence in the Legislature overpowering, 
hut ho is master of the corporation and 
his debasing influence is felt iu the courts 
of law. It might be thought that ox- 
Senator Lynch 's scathing denunciation 
of the boss is dictated by disappointed 
ambition, and so it may be in a meas- 
ure, for Buckley thwarted him and kepi 
him out of public life, but whatever may 
be his motive we have tho Examiner's 
assurance that what he says of the boss 
is only too true. This is what the Ex- 
aminer says of both men: 

"Mr. Lynch is a gentleman of wealth, 
culture and good social standing. He 
is president of the San Francisco Stock 
Exchange and has in his time been in 
active politics. Ho served a term in the 
State Senate where he distinguished 
himself for public spirit and intelligent 
antagonism to the railroads and other 
corporations whose power is great 
enough to control most legislators." 
Of Buckley's rule it says: 
"Tho real question is not whether Mr. 
Lynch has private reasons tor deploring 
Buckley's dictatorship, but whether his 
statement of the existing political con- 
dition of things in that city and State is 
in the main true. Undoubtedly it is. 
So one acquainted with the facts can 
deny that Chris Buckley bestrides the 
Democratic party of San Francisco and 
rides it with a firm seat. Neither can 
it be denied thut ho rides the party for 
his own advantage, and drives it with 
whip and spur, through many muddy 
places. The party is not proud of its 
rider but, so far, it gives no signs of a 
very earnest desire to buck him off. 
Until he does, we may bo quite certain 
that Mr. Buckley will not dismount, 
lie is having a pretty good time whether 
tho party is enjoying it or not." 

The Examiner is quite right in con- 
cluding that Buckley is not the cause of 
tho disgraceful, and to honest men, hu- 
miliating state of things that is al- 
lowed to exist in California. Buckley 
and Ilia like are the growth of corrup- 
tion pre-existing in the body politic. 
Bosses of bis kind would be impossible 
if the electorate were sound and 
healthy. In such an electorate there 
would not be material for the Buckleys 
and the Tweeds to work and to batten 
upon. Such foul creatures sail only 
flourish in the midst of foulness. It is 
the people who make the government, 
and not the government the people. If 
the people of California were what they 
ought to be Buckley could not exist. As 
they suller him and feed him he, hail as 
he is, is good enough for them. No 
people can have for any length of time 
a government that is either too good or 
too bad for them. It will be certain to 
rise up or come down to their level. If 
Californians were what they ought to 
he Lynch ami his class would rule the 
state, and not Buckley and his brood,

TttK country that is getting furiously 
boomed just now is Oklahoma. This is 
part of the Indian Territory and is to be 
opened for settlement on the 22nd of the 
present month.

THE TJVO GLADSTONES.

CONDENSED DESPATCHES. 

An attempt was made yesterday to 
wreck a train on lha Cleveland, Loraine 
& Wheeling Railway. 

The Christian-Trefz brewery at New- 
ark, N. J., has been sold to on English 
syndicate for $000,000. 

Dr. J. R. Gyles, a veteran physician of 
New York, suicided yesterday. Melan- 
cholia is assigned as the cause. 

Two employes of the Grand Tunnel 
colliery, of Nanticoko, Pa., were in- 
stantly killed yesterday by an explosion 
of gas. 

The steamer Rio Grand, of the Molloy 
line, was damaged by fire to the extent 
of $25,000, at nor dock in New York 
yesterday. 

Letters left by the St. Louis suicide, 
John Jackson, state that his reason for 
committing the deed was heavy loss in 
wheat speculation. 

The schooner Northern Bell foundered 
on the 2Sth of February off Motlab Is- 
land, Banks group. four white men 
and 10 natives were drowned. 

The newspapers of New York have 
formed a combine to advance prices, 
the Star alone remaining out, and by 80 
doing winning the favor of the news- 
dealers and the public. 

The steamer Southern Cross, while on 
passage from B'ormby to Melbourne, 
Australia, struck on Rocky Capo reef at 
night and became a total wreck. The 
passengers Were all rescued. 

The judges of court of Queen's Bench 
have decided that women are not eligi- 
ble to membership in the London county 
council. The election of Lady Sand- 
hurst is, therefore, declared void". The 
council will appeal. 

David Sheeny, member of parliament, 
undergoing imprisonment for offenses 
under the Crimes act, has been con- 
fined in a cell ami placed on a bread 
and water diet for refusing to perform 
menial work about the prison. 

Hon. John 1'. Usher, secretary of in- 
terior under Lincoln, died at a hospital 
in Philadelphia on Saturday morning. 
Mr. Usher came from Florida t wo weeks 
ago to undergo an operation for tumor 
in the throat. Prof. Agnew removed 
the growth, but the patient died. 

Arrangements are said to have been 
made for the consolidation of the Wes- 
tern Union and United Telegraph Cos. 
lines. It is believed that in considera- 
tion of the united lines advancing the 
rates to many points, the W. U. will 
withdraw the Mutual Union Company 
from the field as a competitor. 

The supreme court of Hawaii hius for- 
feited the bark C. D. Bryant for having 
concealed opium on hoard. Appraisers 
placed her value at 819,000, and she 
probably will he sold for the benefit of 
the government. An appeal bus been 
taken, pending which the Bryant will 
sail under bonds. 

Mayor-elect George H. Thomas, of 
(.'(dorado Springs, Cal., was found dead 
in his barn Saturday afternoon with a 
bullet -hole through his head, evidently 
having committed suicide. No cause is 
known. Deceased came from Illinois in 
1S77, was elected mayor a few weeks 
ago and would have taken oflice Mon- 
day. Ho leaves a family. 

Advices from Vienna state t hat the 
Empress of Austria has been attacked 
by the family malady— insanity. She 
suffers from long spoils of melancholy, 
and entertains delusions, accusing her- 
self of the death of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph. She is I i- sussed with the idea 
of suicide, tbi"king of leave the Em- 
peror free to marry. Sometimes she 
dandles a cushion or pillow, thinking it 
a new-born heir to tin,' throne. The 
Emperor is greatly affected.

Tuesday, the Kith day of April, 1880, 
will long be remembered by the resi- 
dents of Victoria and of British Colum- 
bia as a day of darkness and of sor- 
row. From an early hour in the 
morning the streets were thronged with 
people, the residents of every part of 
the province having come to bid a last 
farewell to the man who had done so 
much to promote the best interests of 
their common home, and who showed by 
his deeds, for he was a man of work 
rather than words, the kind true heart 
that he ever had for the land of his 
adoption. Special trains arriving din - 
ing the morning from Nanaimo and 
the other points on the E. it N". rail- 
way, brought down over a thousand 
more, until the streets were fairly alive 
with the masses of humanity. 

During the morning a steady stream 
of visitors was continually flowing in 
the direction of the Dunsiuuir residence 
on Menzies street, each one anxious to 
look for the last time upon the face of 
the dead. 

TIIK CASKET 

containing the mortal remains of Brit- 
ish Columbia's most valued citizen, was 
placed in the drawing loom at the left 
upon entering the house. It was com- 
posed entirely of metal, with a full plate 
glass front, and finished in imitation of 
rosewood. The trimmings were of 
massive silver, plain and elegant. A 
silver plate upon the face of the cover 
bore the simple inscription : 
RoumiT Dunsmuir, 
Died April 12th, 1880. 
Aged 61 years. 
Tho simplicity was typical of tho man 
whose form was enclosed, and whose 
body, dressed as we were accustomed ti 
see 'it when lie was full of life and vigOl

A Falnce on Wheels. 

One of tho cars to he used by Dr. Sew- 
ard Webb and party, in their great 
transcontinental railroad trip, is con- 
sidered to ho the finest ear on wheels 
on the American continent.

R. & N. Company 
and its allies are not at all alarmed at 
the threats of the Northern Pacific."
